THE 
CHEEKS 

Ideally the cheekbones should be even, sculptured; 
with smooth skin. There are four distinct types of 
cheekbones which have the following significance. 

1. HIQH: indicates a strong personality, extroverted, 
managerial and compassionate. 

2. LOW, HOLLOW: indicates weak personality, 
uncertain, restless. 3 LEAN, HOLLOW: Indicates a 
reticent personality. 4. FLAT: indicates negativity,; 
insecurity, adaptability.

There are 12 areas of importance which, according 
to Chinese Face reading tradition, relate to specific 
aspects of life. If these areas appear well developed, 
bright and healthy looking and are free from 
blemishes it is said to be a fortunate sign.

The area between the nose and the lips forms a depression which can have special significance. I 
According to ancient Chinese beliefs, its length indicates the life span of a person. If it narrows I 
towards the nose it can indicate a difficult childhood. If it narrows towards the mouth a person | 
might face difficulties later in life. If it runs parallel a person's whole life will be harmonious. 

















































READING THE FACE 



There are ten distinct shaped faces which reflect the shape of its scull and its proportional relationships to forehead, 

I jaws or chin. As the scull remains largely unchanged throughout life, it is possible to draw certain conclusions about the 
destiny of a person from a very early age onwards. Generally, the more regular and harmonious the face appears the 
more fortunate the owner is likely to be. Irregular faces are less fortunate. There are three basic shapes: square, 
triangular, and round or oval. The square shape stands for direct, positive characteristics, triangular is associated with 
creativity and self-assurance and the round shape indicates business acumen. Most faces are a combination of the ten 
archetypes. Keen observation of face shapes can be helpful in gaining an understanding of a person's personality. [
